Father 


Our front cover is respectfully dedicated to the sacred 
memory of Rev. J. B. Ellis. Rev. Ellis was born September 
17, 1870, 8 miles northeast of Gadsden, Alabama. At the 
age of 9, an elderly Methodist minister gave him a five- 
cent New Testament. He spent the first night in a pine 
thicket by a fire of pine knots, and when day dawned, 


‘he had read half through the book. This rendezvous he 


kept at intervals with the New Testament until he had 
read it through 7 times by the time the Bible-selling 
preacher came back. Soon he was marvelously converted 
and appointed to teach the Boys’ Sunday School Class 
in his home church, and with the exception of two, his 
entire class was converted during the first year. This was 
the beginning of a long, successful teaching and preach- 
ing ministry. 


On June 14, 1891, Brother Ellis married Mertie Reneau, 
who was to be his most devoted, faithful, and sacrificing 
wife and mother of his 13 children. 


Brother Ellis said'that on August 17, 1895, he was sanc- 
tified. This wonderful experience and his pre-licensed 
preaching on the subject cost him much persecution. He 
was licensed March 24, 1900, by the Methodist Church 
and was ordained December 3, 1905. He received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost in a meeting conducted by the 
Rev. J. W. Buckalew at Alabama City, Ala., in 1909, joined 
the Church of God and was ordained. The early part of 
his ministry for the Church of God was fraught with 
great hardships and sacrifices. He knew what it was to 
preach under gunfire, rotten eggs, and stones. Numerous 
efforts to take his life were divinely prevented. His minis- 
try was broad and influential as evangelist, pastor, mem- 
ber of the Council of 70, member of the Board of Supreme 
Judges for 6 years, member of the Supreme Council for 
15 years, Superintendent of the Bible Training School one 
year, and state overseer of Alabama 4 years. 


It was my good fortune to have him spend a week in 
my home while pastoring the church at Belton, S. C. His 
ministry was rich and wonderful. Then, while state over- 
seer of South Carolina in 1941, it was my honor to have 
him lecture on the subjects of “Life” and “Redemption” 
in our State Bible School. Although he was suffering so 
greatly with an eye affliction on both occasions, that he 
could hardly endure the pain at times, he poured his 
soul, heart, and mind out to us in such a marvelous way 
that I am sure the ministers and members shall never 
forget his lectures. It became necessary to extract his 
eyes, and for the last six years of his life he lived in total 
blindness; yet his spiritual vision seemed to be keener 
than ever. 

It is marvelous to think how God allows the paths of 


those who love each other dearly to cross, parallel, and 
converge. Following the Assembly of 1945, I accepted the 


Onn: of the church in Alabama City. This was not 
0 


nly the church in which Brother Ellis received the Holy

Ghost, joined, and was ordained in, and later pastored, 
but it was also his home church, and he lived just around 
the corner from it. It was my happy privilege to spend 
many hours in conversation with him on Bible subjects 
and things of vital interest to the Church of God that he 
so dearly loved. Listening to him out of his mental store- 
house of book and experimental wisdom meant more to 
me than scores of great books. His presence in the ser- 
vices challenged me to do whole-hearted pulpit work, for 


I knew an attentive scholar was listening. May I say that 


I was just human enough to appreciate his “Amens.” I 
was still serving the church when on August 31, 1946, 
the Chief Shepherd called Brother Ellis home. 


For 50 years Brother Ellis had expressed to his family 
the belief that he would die in his 76th year. He missed 
it only 17 days. He had also hoped to die in the pulpit. 
He was sitting on the rostrum in the Assembly in Birm- 
ingham, Alabama, listening to the 11:00 a. m. message 
when he said to the one by him, “Get me out of here; the 
deathblow has struck.” He was rushed to his daughter’s 
home nearby. He had expressed a desire all along that if 
he were to die from sickness, that it be short; he lived 
only about 5 hours after he was stricken and was con- 
scious to the.last moment. About two hours before he 
passed away he told his children good-bye, then he said, 
“I have often wondered what the crossing would be like; 
now I am realizing it.” Then turning his thoughts heav- 
enward, he prayed this profound and humble prayer: “O 
God, I want to thank you for the goodness you have shown 
me all along through my past life. You have been good 
to me, better than I deserve. I could not understand why 
I had to lose my eyes and be in total darkness for the 
past six years, but now I realize it has been the sweetest 
years of my life. I have been shut out from the world 
and you have meant everything to me in the darkness 
of this old world. I have nothing to offer you, nothing 
good that I have done. I have tried to work for you, but 
it seems my life has been a failure. There is so much 
I might have done! Now I am coming to the end of the 
way; I cannot change the past. I have done the best I 
could, but it is nothing compared to what you have done 
for me. I now present my soul to you, pleading no good 
deed of my own, but through the merits of the blood of 
your dear Son, I present to you my soul. Oh, the blood, 
the blood of Jesus Christ! It has meant everything to me, 
and it is now my only plea. Thank God for the blood of 
Jesus that washes whiter than snow!” 


His children said that after the prayer his face lighted 
up with a heavenly glow, his suffering ceased, and in 
about two hours he decided to go to his home in Ala- 
bama City. But his son had taken him only a few blocks 
in his car when the faithful old soldier of the cross leaned 
over on his walking cane and said, “I believe I am going 
to sleep,” and he did fall asleep in the arms of his Master. 


While I was still serving as pastor in Alabama City, 
on June 13, 1947, his precious wife followed him to the par- 
adise of God. No couple ever lived more fully, sacrificially, 
and influentially for the Church of God than did Rev. 
and Mrs. J. B. Ellis. Neither has any father and mother 
left to the Church and nation a greater heritage—not 
in money, property, endowments, and scholarships, but 
in noble sons, daughters, grandchildren, and great-grand- 
children. Six of their children and at least 3 of their 
grandchildren followed him in the ministry. 
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The Father’s Place in the Homee 


Text: Luke 18:20, “Thou knowest 
the commandments, Do not commit 
adultery, Do not kill, Do not steal, Do 
not bear false witness, honour thy 
father and thy mother.”

ay. 

However, let us notice that the head 
does not lord over the rest of the 
body. It is only a part of the body 
and realizes that the rest of the body 
is as equally important, so the head 
sym athizes and has og respect for 
the balance of the body. The heads of 
too many homes have become only 
tyrants and bullies, which is out of 
harmony with God’s ordained pro- 
gram. Note Eph. 5:25, “Husbands, love 
your wives, even as Christ also loved 
the church, and gave himself for it.” 
A father indeed loves his family and 
ives himself for it, even as Christ 
oves and gave Himself for the church. 
It is a wonderful privilege that God 
has given to us as fathers, and we 
must not shirk our responsibilities. 

Here is a poem taken from the 
Christian Philanthropist entitled “Fa- 
ther’s Big Life.”

He also served as 
pastor of the following churches in Albama: 
Anniston, Montgom 


ery, Thomasville, Boaz, 
‘Jacksonville. Piedmont, Edwardsville, Musca- 


dine, and Herrings Tabernacle. 

Brother Brown was too modest to ever 
lay claim to a sensational ministry, but he did 
rejoice in the fact that he had reasonable 
assurance that 200 had been saved, 200 sanc- 
tified, 200 filled with the Holy Ghost, num- 
bers united with the church, and that some 
of his converts are sters. Due to poor, 
health, Brother Brown retired in November, 
1944, but he certainly was not altogether in- 
active during his 8 years of retirement. When 
he was physically able and invited, he filled 
the — in his home church and in other 
churches. In fact, he supplied the pulpit for 
his good pastor Saturday night before his 
death, His faithful work in the Alabama City 
Church can never be for, —*, especially 
by the pastors who served there. While I was 
pastor there 3 years, he was with me a 
little better. than two. He always impressed 
me, despite his age, as a minute man. It was 
a rule of his life to be punctual and serve 
whole-heartedly in any capacity that he was 
called on. 

On Sunday morning the 18th, he didn’t feel 
well. He told Sister Brown that he wouldn’t 
eat breakfast, but she persuaded him to drink 
a little orange juice for nourishment and 
strength. This he did, and in a short time 
was dressed, ready to go to Sunday School. 
When he walked Vinto eine yard, in a split 
second his Master called him home out of 
his suffering temple. When Sister Brown got 
to him, he was already at home with the 
Lord. I daresay that there has ever been a 
minister or member that loved God, the 
Church, and its cause more than he did. 
Brother Brown’s presence in a service, and 
he was generally there. was a _ source of 
strength and help.

Authority of the Welrever

Luke 9:1, “(And Jesus) gave them 
power and AUTHORITY over ALL 
devils, and to cure diseases.” 

From his creation, man was made 
to have authority, according to Gen. 
1:26: “God said, Let us make man 
in our image, after our likeness: and 
let them have DOMINION ... over all 
the earth.” This dominion or author- 
ity, though given to man, was soon 
lost to Satan by the “fall” in the gar- 
den of Eden. Hence Satan is called the 
“god of this world” and the “prince 
and power of the air.” That the plan 
for man be not defeated, the second 
Adam, Christ Jesus, purchased back 
what was lost in the “fall” when He 
went to the cross, shed His blood, died 
and rose again, and now sits on the 
pS ht hand of His Father in the heav- 

ies, far above all principality and

In the 
above scripture we see Christ sitting 
on the throne with His Father, and 
on His right hand. Let us see, in verses

He graduated from the Wal- 
halla High School in May. arents

2 Samuel 18:31-33, “And, behold, 
Cushi came; and Cushi said, Tidings, 
my lord the king: for the LORD hath 
avenged thee this day of all them 
that rose up against thee. And the 
king said unto Cushi, Is the young 
man Absalom safe? And Cushi an- 
swered, The enemies of my lord the 
king, and all that rise against thee to 
do thee hurt, be as that young man is. 
And the king was much moved, and 
went up to the chamber over the gate, 
and wept: and as he went, thus he 
said, O my son Absalom, my son, my 
son Absalom! would God I had died 
for thee, O Absolom, my son, my son!” 

This last verse, the bitter cry of a 
soul in deep sorrow, came not from 
the lips of a woman, some mother as 
might be supposed, but it is the heart- 
rending wail of a father over the 
death of his wayward son. It is not 
the wail of a poor emotional weakling, 
but of a strong man, a man mighty 
in warfare, a,veteran of many heroic 
battles. It is the cry of King David, 
whose heart is broken over what he 
a as the greatest failure of his 

e. 

Why did David fail in rearing Ab- 
salom? David had been successful in 
many things in his life. First, as a 
shepherd, in a life and death struggle, 
he killed a lion and a bear. In his 
battle with Goliath, he won a victory 
for all Israel. He was successful in 
avoiding the armies of Saul, and after 
Saul’s death was proclaimed king by 
the people. He was a popular king, 
loved » his people, and as king he 
served the people well, so well that 
the ag of later times looked back 
to his day as the golden age of Israel. 
Not sj 4 was he a great king and 
soldier, but he was a great poet. His 
Psalms have never been duplicated in 
their beauty and spiritual depth. He 
was a musician, whose music was so 
sweet and harmonious that it could 
soothe the jangled nerves of the 
wrathful Saul. 

David was a success financially. Af- 
ter bringing a few scattered tribes in- 
to-a strong nation and gaining the 
favors of other nations, he built up a 
huge treasury, whose vast wealth was 
later used by Solomon in the buildin 
of the Temple. David had a brillian 
mind, and as a statesman had great 
success. He was a man of dauntless 
courage, a great saint when right, “A 
man after God’s own heart.” 

‘But he failed as a father. He failed 


bo | 
. and the setting up of himself as ruler 


because in a weak moment he lost his 
grip on God, let lust and the flesh dic- 
tate to him, and listening to the voice 
of self rather than the voice of God, 
he committed the scariet sin—a sin 
that lives in the memory of millions 
after three thousand years; a sin that 
is being commercialized on today in 
the sensual movie called “David and 
Bathsheba”; a sin that the enemies 
of God, of truth, and right are gloat- 
ing over today. A few months ago it 
seemed that America became more re- 
ligious minded. From California to the 
eastern coast people were stirred. Re- 
ligious songs came more popular, 
and the shrewd, money-minded men 
of the movie industry saw an oppor- 
tunity to cash in on movies of a re- 
ligious trend. The result—a number 
of movies playing up the sins than the 
ood of Bible characters on the screen - 

day. One can drive down the main 
streets of cities and see the titles 
“Samson and Delilah” or “David and 
Bathsheba” in tall, blazing lights in 
front of theaters. Thus, this sin of 
David’s lives on. Sin caused this father 


- to fail, just as sin is causing millions 


of fathers to fail today. 

Let us see what the pay-off for Da- 
vid’s moments of folly really were. He 
first broke up an otherwise happy 
home and made the name of Bath- 
sheba to be one associated with adul- 
a Uriah, a great man, a good, truly 
religious man and a faithful soldier 
of the king, came to a tragic, un- 
timely death. During the time that 
David was in this backslidden state 
his children were observing all that 
went on. They could tell that a change 
had come over their otherwise spirit- 
ual father and in this time of “let-wu 
and let go,” the devil pulled David’s 
sons from faith to ungodliness. 

Here is the pay-off for David’s sins: 
First, the child conceived in sin and 
born to David and Bathsheba died. 
Second, Tamar, David’s daughter, was 
forced by his son Amnon. Had not his 
father taken a woman that he want- 
ed? He desired his sister Tamar and 
following the example of his father, 
he took her. Third, Amnon was mur- 
dered by Absalom, his own brother. 
Here Absalom follows in the footsteps 
of David. Did not David have a man 
killed that he wanted out of the way? 
Fourth, Absalom became a_ rebel 
against his own father, carefully plot 

the overthrow of David as kin 
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over Israel. Absalom was a very at- 
tractive man, “praised in all Israel 
for his beauty.” He used his popularity 
in organizing his rebellion. He pre- 
pared chariots, horsemen, and fifty 
men to run before him as he played 
the role of the popular prince. Absa- 
lom was also a eo man, a hypo- 
crite it is true, but still he was out- 
wardly religious. “Absalom said unto 
the g, I pray thee, let me go and 
pay my vows, which I have vowed un- 
to the Lord.” Thus, with an excuse to 
worship God, he gains the consent of 
his father David to go to Hebron to 
worship. He starts on his way with 
the words of David, “Go in peace,” 
ringing in his ears, to send spies 
throughout Israel gathering his for- 
ces to him. 

Not only was Absalom a religious 
man, but he was a man of stra a 
“Absalom rose up early” to meet the 
people in the gate. He was a master 
in the art of flattery. As the men 
would pass the gate on their way to 


the king, Absalom would put forth his . 


hand and take them and kiss them. 
Absalom’s supreme strategy was to in- 
tercept the men of Israel before they 
got to the king. (Satan uses this old 
method to get souls before they can 
get to Christ.) Surely Absalom was 
prompted by Satan in his methods. 
Absalom agreed with the people, 
whether right or wrong, and they 
liked this. People today are the same 
—agree with them and you are a fine 
fellow; ‘disagree with them, even if 
right, and they hate you. Absalom told 
the people this story: “Oh, I am so 
sorry that you must wait to see the 
king, for I know your cause is a good 
and just one, but there is ‘no man de- 
puted of the king to hear thee,’” and 
with a shrug of his shoulders, he 
would sigh, “Oh, that I were made a 
judge in the land, that I might hear 
all the people, and I would do him 
justice.” So Absalom stole the hearts 
of the men of Israel. Thus many 
turned to Absalom, not knowing that 
in following Absalom they were de- 
throning David. “And with Absalom 
went two hundred men out of Jeru- 
salem ...and they went in their sim- 
plicity and they knew not anything.” 
They followed Absalom, joined his 
army of rebellion, not knowing that 
they were marching to their death. 
The forces of the king and of Absalom 
clashed in the woods of Ephriam, with 
a slaughter of twenty thousand men 
and a stamping out of the rebellion. 
Absalom, fleeing on a mule, was 
caught by a low-hanging bough and 
thus his hair that had been a thin 
of beauty became his deathtrap, an 
his body was run through with a 
spear. e body of the would-be king 
hung between heaven and earth. -- 
Thus the sad story of Absalom’s 
death reached his father David and 
the force of his failure as a father 
came upon this otherwise successful 
man. Many men are successful in the 
world, in business and even as minis- 
ters, but as fathers they are failures. 
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Perhaps not always because of actual 
sin, but while they were busy here and 
there their children slipped from their 
hands. Many will wake up to the fact, 
when it is too late and their sons and 
daughters are hopelessly and need- 
lessly lost, that no one can take the 
responsibility of a father. It is true 
that most fathers are busy men, but 
we cannot shift this responsibility of 
fatherhood on another. Had David 
taken a more personal interest in this 
battle and gone with his troops, rather 
than instructing the captain to “deal 
gently with Absalom,” he might have 
saved his life, though worthless as it 
was. Now he moans, “My son Absalom, 
would God I had died for thee.” But 
it would have been far better if he 
had lived for Absalom as a better 
father. 

We fathers must be pals to our boys. 
We just must find time somewhere in 
life’s busy schedule to pal with our 
children, to win their confidence, and 
to let them feel that they have one 
in whom they can confide. David gave 
Absalom everything but himself, and 
failing to ad pon himself, he lost 
him. His influence for good was not 
strong enough to offset the bad ex- 
ample he set before his sons. While 
David’s repentance brought him sal- 
vation, it did not bring salvation to 
his wayward sons. He had sown the 
ae seed and reaped the whirlwind. 
David the prodigal went to the far 
country and carried his boys with 
him. He came back home and to God, 
but his boys stayed. 

Before I close I want to point out 
the fifth pay-off for the sin of David 
—the ruin of a good man, Ahithophel, 
David’s counselor, who went with-Ab- 
salom in the rebellion and, later rea- 
lizing his mistake, hanged himself. 
Tradition says that Ahithophel was 
the grandfather of Bathsheba and be- 
cause of David’s sin towards his 
granddaughter this wise counselor 


turned away from David to Absalom. 
Whether this is true or not, his death 
by suicide came about through the 
waywardness of David’s son. 

This story of David was put in the 
Bible for our instruction, and may we 
as fathers profit by this otherwise 
great man’s mistake and “look well to 
our own household,” that our chil- 
dren might rise up and call us blessed.

I 
have loved and respected all of my 
state and general overseers, as for 
that, all my brethren. They have 
meant much to me. 

“I believe my greatest achievement 
was the setting in order of the Bedico 
Church. It was a thickly populated 
Methodist and Catholic community, 
but once the people were convinced, 
the little church grew in size and to- 
day is one of the most substantial 
churches in this section. It was always 
a great satisfaction to me to start a 
church in a community where there 
was none and where the little children 
knew nothing of the Lord or what it 
meant to go to His house to worship 
on Sunday. The community where we 
set in order the little Ward Line 
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Church was like that. 

“The Church of God has made rapid 
progress since my entry into the work. 
At present it is one of the fastest 
growing religious organizations, and 
truly a promising one. I believe the 
future holds greater things for it, if 
we will only pull together in serving 
the Lord.”

Brother Carden says, “I was saved 
from sin in 1907; 2 years later I was 
sanctified and called tc the ministry. 
October 25, 1914, I received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. My first re- 
vival was conducted in my home in 
Ohio County. I became a member of 
the Church of God in 1918, was li- 
censed in 1919, and ordained in 1933. 
I worked as an evangelist until 1921, 
at which time I went to Louisville, Ky., 
and held a tent meeting. At the close 
of the meeting I rented a building 
and started having services. A lady 
gave us two lots there; we bought a 
building and moved it on the lots, and 
in Feb., 1922, I organized the church 
with 26 members and stayed there 
about 9 years. In April, 1930, I went to 
Ohio County to pastor the two church- 
es there for 2 years. I then went to 
Bowling Green, Ky., to start a mis- 
sion during the depression, and we 
really had a rugged time. We had al- 
most decided the devil had defeated 
us, when we set up a tent and had a 


great revival that ran for 8 weeks. We 
organized a church with 35 members. 
From Bowling Green I was sent to 
Adair and Russell counties to pastor, 
and while there we more than dou- 
bled the membership. We organized 2 
more churches in these counties dur- 
ing this time. I have also pastored in 
McVeigh, Ravenna, Bernard, East 
Louisville, Danville, and Berea, Ky. 

“T thank God for all our ministers 
and members, and God bless our 
young ministers of today. 

“T am unable to say just how many 
have been saved, sanctified, and filled 
with the Holy Ghost in my ministry, 
but the Lord has rewarded me with 
many souls. When I started out, it 
was just like being a missionary, but 
I have been rewarded by the souls I 
have helped to find Christ, and some- 
day I expect a greater reward than I 
have ever received down here. I have 
pastored about 18 or 20 churches in 
Kentucky, some of them as many as 
3 times, but I can’t remember how 
many I have organized; the Lord 
knows and has them all numbered 
for me. 

“T hope to be a blessing to all until 
Jesus comes or calls me away to be 
with Him.”

Brother Sapp says, “I was licensed 
in 1918, and ordained in October, 1923.

Joshua 24:15, “As for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord.” 

This address by Joshua falls into 
three divisions. 

1. We read the words of God, spoken 
in the first person, in verses 2-13. God 
reviews the history of His dealings 
with the chosen people from the days 
of Abraham down until the present 
hour. “I took your father”; “I sent 
Moses”; ‘I destroyed them.” The chil- 
dren of Israel had been under the 
personal direction of Jehovah. He is 
still the God of history and of nations 
today. He raises up and puts down. 
His hand personally directs the events 
in the lives of men. In this section, 
also, we are impressed by the many 
references to the supernatural. They 
are not couched in language which 
would remind us of myth or, legend, 
but are recounted by God as simple 
happenings, which they were—the 
crossing of Jordan and dividing of the 
Red Sea, which are impossible to one 
who believes only in the natural; but 
to one who —_——s the supernatural, 
they are a part of the working of God. 

2. The second section of the speech, 
verses 14, 15, offer unto us Joshua’s 
challenge to the ge ‘Now there- 
fore fear the Lord, and serve him in 
sincerity and truth; and put away the 
gods which your fathers served on the 
other side of the flood, and in Egypt; 
and serve ye the Lord. And if it seem 
evil unto you to serve the Lord, choose 
you this day whom ye will serve.” How 
similar are the words “in sincerity 
and in truth” to those spoken by our 
Lord: “They that worship him must 
worship him in spirit and truth.” 
Joshua follows precept by example 
and says, “As for me and my house, 
we will serve the Lord.” Since the days 
of Joshua’s call, he had belonged 
God and served Him. Now he would 
say, even at the close of his life, as 
the result of his experiences, that he 
is of the same opinion. 

3. The third section of this speech, 
verses 16-24, gives to us the people’s 
response: “The Lord our God will we 
serve, and his voice will we obey.” The 
fundamental reason for this is that 
God has redeemed them. “For the 
Lord our God, he it is that brought us 
up and our fathers out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bondage, and 
which did’ those great mr our 
sight, and preserved us in all the way.” 
God had saved them; God had per- 
sonally directed their history; they 
would serve the living God rather 
than the gods of the heathen. This is 
the true reason for our service of the 
Lord today. He has redeemed us from 
the bondage of our sin by the blood 
of Jesus Christ. He has persgnally di- 
rected our course by His gracious 
providence, and we must serve 

The words of Joshua were spoken 
not only for himself, but for his house. 
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He considered himself and his house 
a unit. So they were; the family is a 
unit. “The promise is unto you, and 
to your children . . . even aS many as 
the Lord our God shall call.” “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved, and thy house.” The 
family is the unit of society. 
STARTING THE HOME 

The home begins in marriage. It 
starts with the bride and groom. Then 
it is that a Christian home should be- 
gin. By far the most important con- 
sideration in any marriage is Chris- 
tian faith. A home cannot be just 
what it should be unless both hus- 
band and wife are Christians: the 
home cannot be united in God; the 
family altar cannot be maintained. 
Realizing the indispensability of a 
united home in the Christian faith, 
God says, “Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers,” 2 Cor. 6:14. 
The’ eatest mistake any young 
Christian can make is to marry some- 
one who is not a Christian. If we 
should choose this day whom we will 
serve, it is necessary in marriage that 
we choose to serve the Lord as a fam- 


ily. 

The three most important decisions 
in life are: First, the question of eter- 
nity; will it be with Christ or without 
Him? Second, the question of a help- 
meet, that person with whom we will 
live the rest of our earthly life. 

Third, the question of a vocation; 
how shall we make a living? The last 
two of these questions usually come to 
everyone in some way or another. The 
first question always comes. These are 

uestions which are settled usually in 
the early years of life. People often 
make them hastily, and sorrow over 
— decision the remainder of their 
ves. 

The first day of married life should 
be started in prayer at a family altar. 
Why do couples have a minister marry 
them rather than a justice of the 
peace? Generally because it involves 
a representative of the Lord. Mar- 
riage, of course, is no sacrament, but 
when two stand before the altar to 
make their solemn vows in the pres- 
ence of God, and have the benedic- 
tion pronounced upon them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Spirit, they recognize 
that God has joined them together, 
pe that their home should be for His 
glory. 

THE HOME AND THE CHILDREN 

When God, in His providence, sends 
a little baby into a Christian home, 
the —— should bring the child in- 
to the church for dedication to God. 
Of course, before such a service can 
take place, at least one of the parents 
must be a Christian or they hard- 
ly show such interest. The first ques- 

on is, “Do you acknowledge this 
child to be the Lord’s?” The mother 


or father naturally says, “My baby is 
the Lord’s.” Yes, it is not theirs. God 
gave it; God made it; God may take 
it in His own time. The trouble with 
many homes is that the parents be- 
lieve the children are theirs, and only 
theirs. The second question is, “Do 
you promise to rear this child in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord?” 
That is, the parents promise God that 
their child will be trained in the 
knowledge of the Scriptures and 
reared in the discipline of God’s Word. 
How can a child be reared in the nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord when 


one of the parents tries to teach him 


one thing and the other another? 


Richard Baxter once said, “I re- 
member distinctly one of the first ex- 
periences I had in family visitation. 
One evening about dusk I called at 
the home of a Scotch family. They 
had just come to America from the 
old country. There were seven chil- 
dren. When I called, two boys were 
down at the corner playing ball. Some 
of the girls were across the street vis- 
iting. e father met me at the door, 
welcomed me, and said, ‘Wait a min- 
ute.’ I had no idea what he was going 
to do. In a few minutes he had re- 
turned with all the children. They sat 
in a circle in the front room. The fa- 
ther turned to me and said, ‘Now pas- 
tor, will you lead us in worship?’ We 
took the old Bible, brought over from 
Scotland, read a passage, spoke of it, 
then prayed. When we finished pray- 


-ing, I turned to the father and asked 


him concerning family worship. He 
explained to me that in the old coun- 
try, whenever the minister came it 
was customary to call the whole fam- 
ily in and the minister questioned the 
children on the Shorter Catechism. 
Think of it! It just is not done in this 
country.” The children must be taught 
in our homes. Parents are failing! 
Can we say, “As for me and my house 
we will serve the Lord”? ‘

As the whistle blew, I felt 
someone put his arms around me from 
the back and whisper, “How would you 
like to make a trip around the world 
for os At first it was hard for 
me 
heard. The thought came to me, “ y 
Douglas, just a little boy from sout 
Georgia, make a world tour?” No, I 
must be a As I began to 
clear my wy ts, the whisper came 
again, “Yes, a trip around the world.” 
As I turned, I saw my good friend, 
Dr. N. B. Borja, his wife and Juliet 
their daughter. 

At the same time, I began to see 
the great hand of God Gy the 
way for me to help fulfill the great 
commission of Mark 16:15, “Go ye in- 
to all the world and preach the gos- 
pel.” Thanks to Dr. Borja and family, 
if it had not been for them I could not 
have gone on this mission around the 
world for Christ, and may all the good 
that was done be credited to them. 

On December 10, 1951, I kissed my 
wife and son, Zeno, SS Arriving 
at the airport in Greenville, S. C., I 
was met by Rev. J. L. McCoy, pastor of 
the Woodside Church of God. Leaving 
there at 1:00 p.m., by Delta Air Lines 
via Atlanta, New Orleans, Dallas, El 
Paso, I arrived in Los Angeles at 1:40 
a.m. Stopping over there for about 
eight hours with my only sister, Mrs. 
Grimes, I left Los Angeles at 10:00 
a.m., by United Air Lines, for a 2,600- 
mile trip to the crossroads of the Pa- 
cific, the beautiful islands of Hawaii 
and Honolulu. Arriving there around 
6:45 p.m., I was met at the airport by 
several friends. On the night of our 
arrival, we enjoyed a very nice service 
with the Church of God and their 
fine pastor, Rev. Grier Hawkins, and 
his wife. Brother and Sister Hawkins 
are fine people. The Lord is blessing 
their work there in the Islands. May 
God’s divine blessings always guide 
and bless them. 

On the 13th, at 4:00 p.m., we went 
aboard the steamer R.M.S. Aorangi. 
As the big ship began to pull away 
from the docks and our friends began 
to wave good-bye and cry unto us 
“Aloha,” tears began to flow as I be- 
gan to realize that our voyage would 
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believe what my ears had 


be long and far, among strangers of 
another tongue, but there was some- 
thing down inside telling me that I 
would be a blessing to someone way 
across the sea. We sailed for a number 
of days through the waters of the 
beautiful Pacific, seeing nothing but 
water and beautiful sunsets. Of course, 
we enjoyed the Sunday evening serv- 
ices in the beautiful music room, 
which had been arranged for these 
services. The Lord gave us great favor 
with the large crowds that attended 
these services. Some of the older peo- 
ple came to me and the ship’s purser, 
anyens that they had not been in such 
a blessed service in many years, that 
it reminded them of the olden days. 
Some of the young officers attended 
the services for their first time. They 
had heard so much talk from the peo- 
ple that they wanted to come and see. 


After several days we arrived in the 
Fiji Islands, the city of Suva. En route 
there we had met Mrs. H. W. Groves 
and daughter Joy, of Adelida, South 
Australia. She and Joy were returning 
to join the rest of the family to con- 
tinue their work of the Lord. Mrs. 
Groves was acquainted there in Suva, 
so it made things much easier for us 
to get around. There we met Rev. and 
Mrs. Adrian M. Heetebry and some of 
their fine people. They were so nice to 
us. Brother Heetebry took his car and 
carried us over most of the island. As 
we began to tour the island, we began 
to realize the need that existed in the 
mission fields. May God help us speed 
the gospel to all the world! 

From there we went to New Zea- 
land, where we met and enjoyed the 
fellowship of some fine Christians. 
Our Christmas holidays were spent 
there. From there we sailed to Sydney, 
Australia, arriving on January 1, 1952. 
That evening Dr. and Mrs. Borja, Juli- 
et, Rev. and Mrs. Groves, Joy, and I 
enjoyed a wonderful New Year’s din- 
ner together. The next day we met 
some of the ministers of Sydney and 
enjoyed several days there. We sailed 
for Brisbane, Australia, where we had 
several days of fellowship with Rev. 
Lloyd T. Smith in his fine church that 
seats about 1,000. Also, the service in 
the Commonwealth Bible College was 

reat. There is a great opportunity for 
he Church of God in Australia. 

After leaving the Australia coast 
through the Coral Sea and out into 
the sea about 200 miles, a storm struck

and raged two and one-half days, with 
waves up to thirty and forty feet. But 
God is the same on the waters as He 
is on the land. A few days late, we 
arrived in Indonesia, and if there is 
any place, in my opinion, that needs a 
good Church of God missionary it is 
Indonesia. 

We went on the S. S. Burnside from 
there to Singapore. In Singapore 
Brother and Sister V. C. Baird met us 
and gave us a warm welcome. There 
we enjoyed the wonderful power of 
God as we saw it moving upon the 
hearts of hundreds that came to the 
services. Many people were healed and 
a number saved. To God be all the 
glory and honor. Brother and Sister 
Baird are nice people and we enjoyed 
their fellowship so much. From Singa- 
pore we sailed to Colombo, Ceylon. 
There we saw another need for mis- 
sionary work. The sick and crippled 
i= Bey the streets was a pathetic 
sight—a sight that would touch any 
man’s heart. How my soul prays for 
the people in those most needy places, 
especially when we are receiving calls 
to the mission fields, “Come and hel 
us.” We should like to be able to fill all 
these calls, but unless God and the 
people that love the cause of Christ 
and are looking for His coming —_ 
us, we shall not be able to go. I as 
you to pray about this matter. From 
Colombo we sailed through the Indian 
Ocean to North Africa; through the 
Red Sea to Egypt; and from there to 
France. After a short stay in France, 
we sailéd to London, England, and 
Scotland and back to the good old 
U. S. A. by way of Canada, making a 
total of better than 30,000 miles. 

Church of God and friends, let us 
work the works of Him that has sent 
us while it is day, for the night is 
surely coming when no man can work, 
and may God speed the day when we 
can have labourers in every land 
throughout the WORLD.

Rev. E. J. Boehmer 


Rev. E. J. Boehmer is a former Gen- 
eral Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Church of God, and is affectionately 
o— of by many as the “Grand Old 

on.” 

He was born in Casco, Mo., August 
20, 1881. He was saved at the age of 
14, and left home at the age of 19 to 
live with his sister in Pasadena, Calif. 
He attended grammar school, night 
school in St. Louis, International Cor- 
respondence School, Chicago, Ill., and 
Holmes’ Bible Institute. He married 
Millie Pearl Odom, of Blairsville, Ga., 
February 9, 1911. 

Brother Boehmer was in California 
in 1906 when the Holy Ghost was 
poured out on the people there. On 
May 8, 1907, he was gloriously sancti- 
fied, and on August 9, of the same 
year, he was baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. For some time he was engaged 
in evangelistic work with the Pente- 
costal movement in California, after 
which he traveled in evangelistic work 
in the western and northern states. 
Brother Boehmer, in his association 
with the Pentecostal movement of dif- 
ferent phases of faith and beliefs, had 
reached the conclusion that none of 
them constituted the Church of God. 
He continued to search the Scripture, 
however, and pray, and eventually he 
came in contact with Brother R. G. 
aan oy who introduced him to the 
Church of God denomination, of which 
he was a minister and member. Broth- 
er Boehmer was so pleased that he be- 
came a member and minister of the 
Church of God in 1910. In 1914 he 
was ordained and continued doing 
pastoral work. He established church- 
es in North Carolina and Georgia. He 
served in pastoral work in the states 
of Tennessee and Georgia. He spent 
4 or 5 years in missionary work in the 
mountains of Georgia and North Car- 
olina, where he established churches 
and missions. He served in pastoral 
work for 12 years. In 1921 he was 
called upon to serve the Church as 
General Secretary and Treasurer, 
which position he held, with distinc- 
tion and honor, until 1946, at which 
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time he asked to be relieved and ac- 
cepted retirement. Yet, this great man 
of God has been warming the hearts 
of thousands of people here and there 
throughout the Church in his timely 
messages, upon the invitations of pas- 
tors and state overseers to fill pulpits. 
There are few ministers, if indeed any, 
in the Church of God who have a 
broader acquaintance with good books. 
He is a consistent and persistent read- 
er. 

Brother Boehmer says, “Brother 
F. J. Lee, under whom I served in an 
official capacity, was one of my bosom 
friends and often after work hours I 
would tarry in our office listening to 
his wise counsel and discussing the 
deeper things of the Scriptures with 
him. Others of the officials, also, were 
of help to me, and my fellowship with 
them always proved uplifting me. 
As a result of my labors in the church, 
there are a goodly number now in the 
ministerial work. Some have finished 
their course, others are serving good 
churches, and some are serving on the 
evangelistic field, bringing into the 
fold those who have decided to follow 
the Man who died for them. While a 
young minister in the Church of God, 
I found some fields that were rather 
hard; nevertheless, I always knew 
that even the harder places in life 
could mean much to me. and I always 
found that nothing would come our 
way but what would be for our good 
and the eur of God. The greatest re- 
sults- I have had in my ministerial 
work were always when the opposition 
was greatest. 

“The Church has meant so much to 
me. The godly men, and especially the 
ministers who so untiringly labored, 
and sometimes under great pressure 
were of such help to me, and I w 
always ——— them, though some 
of them have entered the realms be- 
yond, and some of them are still alive 
and doing their best by br of ex- 
hortations, prayers, and living good 
lives. The future of the church de- 
pends on our loyalty to God. If every 
member, as a lively stone, will contin- 
ue his humble walk with Him, watch 
and pray, live constantly as though 
the Lord would come any moment, 
there is no reason why it should not 
continue, as His body, to shine forth 
His glory and cause others to come 
into its fold.”

says that “all accepted Jesus as their 
Saviour while young and came in the 
Church of God, but some have drifted 
away from God since they left home. 
I have 20 grandchildren and 2 great- 
grandchildren.” 

Concerning his Christian exper- 
ience, he says, “I professed faith in 
Christ in the latter part of the year 
1907, and took fellowship with the 
Friendship Baptist Church. Then, in 
1910, Brother and Sister A. Holmes 
and Brother Patton Smith came to 
our community and preached holi- 
ness, which I immediately accepted. 
The Lord wonderfully sanctified me, 
and it seemed.I was in a new world. 
Soon after this I received the won- 
derful baptism of the Holy Ghost with 
the initial evidence of speaking in 
other tongues as the Spirit gives ut- 
terance, and I am still enjoying His 
wonderful presence in my life. There 
was no Church of God in our com- 
munity at that time, so it was not 
until 1922 that I affiliated with the 
Church of God. 

“T have had the privilege of doing 
quite a bit of evangelistic work in new 

laces, as well as pastoring the fol- 
owing churches: LaFollette, Morris- 
town, Jefferson City, Jellico, and 
Sneedville, all in Tennessee, and Yel- 
low Hill and Henderson Grove in Ken- 
tucky. 

“In 1944 my wife and I were in a 
terrible automobile wreck, and my 
wife was almost killed. I shall never 
forget how Brother Bright, who was 
state overseer of Tennessee at that 
time, rushed to our rescue as soon as 
he heard of our wreck. Not only that, 
but he, as well as the Morristown 
Church, where I was pastor and dis- 
trict overseer, =e to us every degree 
of help for which we could have pos- 
sibly hoped.-We have never regretted 
being affiliated with the Church of 
God. All the ministers and laymen 
that we have come in contact. with 
have been so .sweet, thoughtful and 
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considerate of us that we love them 
more than tongue can tell. Our hearts 
are thrilled day by day as we realize 
the Church is owing with rapid 
speed, and that it is much easier for 
the ministers today than it was for 
those in the pioneer days. The Church 
of God has a place to fill, and I be- 
lieve that with the good leadership we 
have it is filling its mission. The Lord 
only knows what its accomplishments 

be in the future if Jesus tarries.

“Brother Van Merrill was the min- 
ister of what was called ‘The Finished 
Work at Calvary’ Church.

In 1922 we went to Mobeetie, 
Texas, and held a revival. Twenty-six 
were filled with the Holy Ghost and a 
church was set in order with 33 mem- 
bers—the church is still there. Next, 
I set the church in order in Lubbock 
with 15 or 20 members, and it has 
grown to be a big church. I was dis- 
trict. pastor over Slaton, Brownfield 
and Lubbock when Brother S. J. Wood 
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was state overseer. Brother J. B. Ellis 
came to the plains and helped me es- 
tablish the churches at Slaton and 
Brownfield. I was pastoring at Lub- 
bock in 1933 when my health gave 
way. I thought my time had come to 
‘cross over,’ but the Lord had some 
more work for me. I took the Slaton 
Church and pastored it 1936 and 1937, 
then went to Wichita Falls and pas- 
tored awhile. In 1940 I went to Mo- 
beetie and pastored a year. My last 
pastorate was at Brownfield, in the 
city, in the home of a dear saint. 
There I solicited money; Brother V. B. 
Rains helped with money from the 
state treasury; and we bought the lot 
where the church now stands. 

“My greatest desire has been to see 
the Church and God’s cause go. The 
Church to me is the greatest organi- 
zation on earth. The program of the 
Church is marvelous, with its institu- 
tions, Bible Schools, Orphanage, mis- 
sions, and millions of dollars worth of 
property. Ministers, let’s preach the 
doctrines and teachings of His death, 
burial, and resurrection stronger than 
ever.” 

Brother Anthony was born Sept. 14, 
1882, in Atalla County, Miss. He at- 
tended grade school and took one 
course of Bible correspondence. In 
1905 he was married to Minnie Bevers, 
at Ladonia, Texas. They have 6 chil- 
dren, 3 boys and 3 girls, and all have 
been saved, sanctified, and filled with 
the Holy Ghost except one, who never 
received the Holy Ghost. “They all 
have wonderful talents for singing 
and playing musical instruments.”

EASTER IN DEUTSCHLAND

In one of the most beautiful settings 
one could ever imagine, a church 
steeple points to the sky atop a large 
stone church in the hills of southern 
Germany. 

Inside the house is packed to ca- 
pacity, and people are still moving, 
shifting, and rearranging to make 
room for another bench here and 
there. At the front is Walter who is 
leading the congregational singing, 
and the hills around are echoing with 
“Jesus ist mien ju mien.” Oh, how 
these Germans sing! Their voices ring 
with such song as only the voices of 
those who have experienced great suf- 
fering can. Then, as this spirit of song 
subsides, they break forth with praise 
and uplifted hands. Before this ends, 
it is not uncommon for two or three 
to receive the Holy Ghost. Also, on the 
platform is the man for whom Ameri- 
ca fasted and prayed a few short years 
back, whose deliverance from life im- 
prisonment was no less miraculous 
than that of Peter, Germany’s beloved 
“Brudder Herman.” With his face 
beaming with the love of God, he 
comes out front and leads the people 
in singing something I can’t under- 
stand, but to the tune of “Sweep Over 
My Soul.” 

While I wonder whether to make 
an awkward try at singing the Ger- 
man words, Bobbie and “Dink” are 
singing every word in German. They 
are “os very hard, and I’m sure 
you at home are praying for them. 
“Dink” is now able to preach in Ger- 
man, and Bobbie gave her entire testi- 
mony in German Sunday afternoon. 
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The congregation wept with her as 
she gave way to many tears. —— 
the sight of other Americans and the 
burden of souls made the load un- 
bearable for a few moments. 

Easter was commemorated by a 
total of some eleven services in one or 
the other of the three churches in 
and near Krehwinkel. They began 
with Good Friday and _ continued 
through the Monday after Easter Sun- 
day. The people ate hot soup and 
wurst sandwiches prepared in the 
basement of the church and slept in 
the straw to be able to attend the 
services. 

The time was filled with much ex- 
hortation from the Word of God. 
When a speaker would announce the 
scripture he would read, everyone 
would reach for his Bible, and leaves 
began turning all over the house, as 
they want to be sure everything 
taught is according to scripture. Oc- 
casionally some truth thrills their 
hearts, and a wave of rejoicing sweeps 
over the congregation. Then aga 
they may be very still, and we know 
they are digesting a piece of “spiritual 
meat” that has been thrown them, 
such as tithing. But, you can be as- 
sured that when one considers and is 
convinced of a spiritual truth or ob- 
ligation, he is established on this mat- 
ter and will obey to the extent of 
much sacrifice. 

Brother Lauster and Walter took

there. We all had a part and felt as if 
we were in a big convention back 
home. It did my heart so much good 
to hear them singing the melodies to 
some of the choicest and most spiritu- 
al choruses that you sing at home. 
Sometimes there is enough similarity 
in words to catch the meaning, like 
‘Jesus,’ ‘Hallelujah,’ and ‘wonderful.’ 
Among the congregation are every- 
thing from poor peasants and factory 
workers to a former high-ranking ~ 
Nazi, converted under Brother Lauster 
while imprisoned on Guernsey. There 
are the educated and the ignorant, 
the common and the elite. All thoughts 
of former prestige, sorrow and an- 
guish of a bloody war, and, in many 


‘cases, the loss of unbelievable wealth, 


are forgotten as they lift their hearts 
in song and praise. Many received the 
Holy Ghost, and the Lord moved on 
their hearts to give liberally, I’m sure, 
for there was a large offering of 
dutch marks. 

Even though the Lord is blessing, 
and the missionaries are laborin 
night and day, there is such a grea 
need. I was grieved and moved as they 
told me of twenty congregations in 
Germany and only three church build- 
ings. The people are too poor to build 
according to Government demands. 
They cannot erect even a temporary 
place of worship, due to Government 
restrictions. There is such a need for 
more pastors, workers, and teachers, 
and they must have more churches. I 
wondered in my heart if there was 
not something I could do. As I rode 
back home on the train I felt I could 
do no less than tell America the need. 
So, in the fear of God I have tried to 
put before you the picture of a 
crushed and broken people, some 
eighty million of them, on an area 
smaller than my own precious Texas. 
Here is a field ready to harvest, a 
serpent ready to strike, and a people 
groaning for the glorious message of 
an empty tomb.
